in several small schools than can be accomplished in one 
larger one; first, By virtue of the larger territory which 
they cover, giving them a wider scope of influence and 
making it possible for students to attend school without 
having to go so far from home; second, The teachers 
have a better opportunity to work for the individual ad¬ 
vancement of each student; third, Less formality is nec¬ 
essary where there are but few students to deal with, 
hence there is more sociability on the part of all. 

It is needless to repeat the long established fact that 
nature is the best school for man. In the beginning God 
set certain principles by which his people might gain a 
true and pure education. Those who departed from 
the plan appointed, built for themselves cities and gloried 
in their splendor, luxury and vice. “But those who held 
fast God’s principles of life dwelt among fields and hills.”
